DETAILED ACTION 

The IDS received 8/18/2 006, the preliminary amendment 
received 5/16/2005 have been entered. 

Election 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, claims 1- 
3, in the reply filed on 11/30/2006 is acknowledged. 

The requirement is deemed proper and is therefore made 
FINAL. 

Claims 4-24 are nonelected and thus are withdrawn from 
further consideration. 

Only claims 1-3 are presented for examination on the 
merits. 

Specification 

1. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because the 
abstract must be a single paragraph. Correction is required. See 
MPEP § 608.01(b). A new abstract on a separate page is required 
to replace the current abstract, which is the first page of the 
WO document of the application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly 
pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
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out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is vague and indefinite because the methods do not 
recite clear and positive steps. For example, there is no step 
a, step b, etc. 

3. Claims 1-3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission 
amounting to a gap between the steps. See MPEP § 2172.01. The 
omitted step is: claim 1 is incomplete because it lacks a 
correlating step to accomplish the preamble of the claim. 

All other claims depend directly or indirectly from 
rejected claims and are, therefore, also rejected under USC 112, 
second paragraph for the reasons set forth above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Johansson et al . (JBC 2001 ; 276 (35) : 33061-33065) . 

Johansson teaches a method of screening for compound that 
inhibit the steroid isomerase activity of GST (abstract, and 
page 33063, right column, 1 st full paragraph, and Table 2 and 
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Fig. 3), wherein the GST is used as a drug target (page 33062, 
left column, 5 th full paragraph), wherein the GST used is GST A3- 
3 (abstract and Table 1 and Fig. 3) , wherein the GST used is GST 
Al-1 (Table 1 and Fig. 3) . 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Johansson et al . (JBC 2002 ;277 (19) : 16648-16654) . 

Johansson teaches a method of screening for compound that 
inhibit the steroid isomerase activity of GST (abstract, and 
page 1664 9, right column, 4 th full paragraph) , wherein the GST 
used is GST A3-3 (abstract and page 16651, Table 1), wherein the 
GST used is GST Al-1 (page 16651, Table 1) . 

Therefore, the cited reference is deemed to anticipate the 
instant claims above. 

Conclusion
